‘Are Found Here 


Only six cases of communicable 
diseases—two of salmonellosis and

On Training of Junior Patrols 


An extensive training program, 
under the guidance of Police Lieu- 
tenant David Silva, will get under 
way for Atherton school patrols as 
soon as sessions begin Sept. 11. 

The sessions will start as soon as 
Lt. Silva and school officials can 


set dates for the four-hour train- 
ing period. 

About 140 Atherton students 
are expected to take part in train-

Atherton was one of the first 
| towns on the peninsula to use a 
school patrol when Chief Leroy 
A. Hubbard, then a patrolman, 
set up a unit at St. Joseph’s 
School in 1937. The 70-pupil un- 
it had a marching unit and drum 
corps which captured a number 
of awards at parades in the bay 
area. 

Today, school patrols are ap- 
pointed by the faculty, which takes 
into consideration each student’s 
scholastic record and ability to 
handle others. 

Girls, too, are members of the 
patrols — Chief Hubbard praises 
their work highly. 

A teacher at each school is: in 
charge of the patrol, while student 
officers, appointed to their offices, 
help control the units. 

CREDITS PATROLS 

Chief Hubbard attributed Ath- 
erton’s remarkable safety record 
near schools to the patrol. “It’s 
lots of work,” he said, “but it real- 
ly pays off.” 

For their work, members of the 
patrols are treated to a number of 
events throughout the year includ- 
ing a skating party, picnic, and 
visits to the circus and the Ather- 
ton police station. They also re- 
ceive scrolls of appreciation at the 
end of the school year. 

Two members of the Atherton 
Police Department work continu- 
ously with the patrols, going 
from school to school to help pa- 
trol members solve problems 
and to assure the effectiveness 
of the system. 

That the system works is per- 
haps best illustrated by the fact 
that over 7000 pupils who attend 
school in Atherton get to school 
and home again—-safely.

BAY ROAD AT BAY 


Within the next few weeks, Menlo Park’s City Council will 
consider Bay road. 

The councilmen will do it because they've been asked to. 
Residents seem to feel that, since the thoroughfare has been 
bisected by a freeway interchange which makes it discontinuous, 
-one or the other part of it should be renamed. 

Those circulating the petitions have provided some alternate 
names. One of these, they say, they would like to use as a label 
for the section of the street between the traffic interchange and 
Marsh road. 

In spite of the fact that the council has been asked to do some- 
thing about Bay road, we can't help fecling that they'd be making 
better use of their time if they'd consider some street naming 
problems which are truly monuments to a lack of originality, and 
which have been allowed to persist because of apathy. 

We refer, of course, to the multiplicity of “Oaks” and “Laurels” 
among our street designations. 

There are two “Laurels” in Menlo Park, and one of these isn't 
continuous, since it jogs through civic center; there’s one in East 
Palo Alto, and there’s a “Laurel avenue” Atherton. 
also a Bay Laurel drive in Menlo Park, and it’s in two discontinuous 
hunks, the longest of which is also jogged by an offset at San 
Mateo drive. 

The “Oaks” can at least be separated by varieties. We have 
White Oak, Oakdell, Oakhurst, Oak Knoll and just plain Oak 
among our strect designations for Menlo Park; there are such 
designations as Oakwood drive and Oak court in East Palo Alto.

VACATION TIME?—Things are 
s0 quiet around the courthouse, 
most of the headline makers must 
be on vacation: The board of su- 
pervisors had a quiet session with 
no new startling developments. 
Two spending projects current- 
ly being discussed are the quarter- 
million. dollar out-patient clinic at 
Commugity Hespital and the re- 
commended purchase of the Vir- 
ginia Mills property for a county 
park. The clinic ‘appears to be 
headed for early construction, with 
or witheut the aid of state-federal 
funds. 

The park plan, however, seems 
to be a long way from becoming 
a reality. There is too much dif- 
ference between the asking price 
and the figure the board feels it is 
worth. Outside appraisers are to 
submit figures and the result of 
this study will determine what fu- 
ture steps will be taken. 

The supervisors are sitting 
quietly watching the arguments 
being tossed around by the sev- 
eral city councils regarding the 
sales tax plan. If the board has 
discussed any program at all, it 
has been in caucus and not for 
the public’s ears. 

Although the tax program has 
been officially adopted in Santa 
Clara county to start as ‘of Oct. 1, 
there may be an uprising. Oppon- 
ents of the tax are planning a re- 
ferendum to the voters and most 
people agree that, if, the. measure 
goes to the ballot it will be killed. 
The same can be said for San Ma- 
teo county and while it is known 
some of the supervisors want to 
submit the issue to the voters, 
pressure from the cities may re- 
sult in its adoption before the first 
of the year. Then, more than like- 
ly, would come a_ referendum 
move here. 

Councilmen have not had much 
trouble convincing themselves of 
the advantages of the sales tax re- 
venue. Particularly in the south- 
ern part of the county where four 
councils have gone on record as 
approving its adoption on a coun- 
ty-wide scale. 

No city seems to have the wil- 
lingness to go it alone. Whether 
there is to be a change of heart 
in the central and northern part 
of the county remains to be 
seen. If San Mateo city council- 
men take a reverse stand, the 
tax will become closer to adop- 
tion in short order.

“Pete,” 41, is survived by his wife Marjorie and a mother, Mrs. 
| Ceil Snell of Graham, Tex. A native of San Francisco, he was active in 
both the Sports Car Club of America and the San Francisco Sports 
Car Club. 

“Pete” was killed on the same turn on which Jack 
overturned his Aston-Martin DB38S the day before. 
driver, however, was not hurt in the crash. 

The accident occurred in the fifth race of the day when Snell, 
driving a Triumph TR-3, attempted to negotiate turn nine. More 
than halfway through the turn he went into a skid, putting the rear 
of his car in line with two Porsche Spyders who were attempting to 
lap him. 

One of the Porsches struck the rear of Snell’s car, flipping the 
auto three times. “Pete” was taken to Trinity Hospital in Arcata where 
he died a short time later. 

His death is the second fatality of this year’s SCCA circuit. Ernie 
McAfee was killed during the main event at Pebble Beach in April. 

It should be pointed out, however, that the two fatalities are the 
first in the history of SCCA races in this region which started around 
1948. 

Interment will be in Golden Gate National Cemetery following 
today’s services.

der by the door. I like an entrance 
w ide enough to even have a plant- 
ing bed as an accent near the 
door. A light in this bed, shining 
up through the leaves, will add 
real drama. 

Most of us accent our doors as 
best we can with the narrow side- 
walk that comes with a house. If 
is possible to widen this with oth- 
er materials, such a brick or ce- 
ment, blocks. 

Too many times there will be 

a vine against a side wall that 
narrows the walk even more, or 
the posts by the door are heavy 
with ivy that hangs down on the 
tall man. 

Do not plant the shrubbery you | 
use to accent your door too close 
to the entrance, so it hangs over 
the walk, or dirt washes on the| 
walk when you water. It is better 
to put two specimen shrubs as a 
pair by the entrance to the walk, 
and leave the doorway clean. 

1 think ivy and honeysuckle are | 
too heavy to use as vines near the | 
front door. Much better are the la- 
cy bignonia or the slower-growing | 
star jasmine. 

Clematis can be used if you are 
not afraid to cut back the long 
runners now and then. Actually, 
vines should not be used on porch 
posts, for when the posts are cov- 
ered with greenery they lose that 
clean, firm look of an important 
architectural support. 

Plants by the door should have 
special interest—flowers, berries 
or leaves, I like white flowers, as 
they shine invitingly even in twi-| 
light.

Never anderestimate the power 
of the lowly, ugly earthworm in 
yout garden. 

Known as the “Gardener’s Un- 
paid Handyman,” he enriches 
and improves the soil just for 
the privilege of being allowed to 
live there, 

The fresh casts of earthworms 
have been measured to be five 
times richer in nitrogen, seven 
times richer in phosphates and 
11 times richer in potash than 
ordinary top soil. 

They eat refuse and 
matter and leave no odor. Besides 
this they till the soil, keeping it 
loose and open, bringing up sub- 
soil, and areate the soil with their 
burrowings. Grass clippings on op- 
en ground will draw earthworms. 
They can also be “planted.” A pint 
of 60 worms costs about 75 cents.

FrontDoor, Too Often Unaccented, Can Be Your Garden’s Focal Point 


United States came from the sale 
of five major commodities—cattle, 
16.7 per cent; wholesale milk, 12 
per cent; hogs, 10 per cent; cotton, 
9 per cent and wheat, 5.7 per cent. 
Thirty years ago cotton was first 
and milk fifth. 


Recent experiments have shown 
that earlier and better yields can 
be expected from vegetable plants 
protected from the wind. 


Trees, shrubs and fences all 
act as windbreaks, but each yard 
has its own problems of swirl- 
ing wind coming down over the 
top of windbreaks or between 
neighbornig houses. It is wise to 
study these winds and deflect 
them by quick - growing, tall 
trees, 


The dollar eucalyptus tree is the| 


fastest and most decorative wind- 
break. Also good is several mem- 
bers of the pittosporum family. P. 
euginoides (Tarata) and P. unlu- 
latum (Victorian - box) get to be 
40 feet in a hurry. For a long 
range investment I wish everyone 
around here would plant redwood 
trees. They grow three feet a year 
with summer watering. 

Butterflies are a beautiful addi- 
tion to the garden and they are 
not destructive, as they feed on 
the nectar of their favorite flower, 
Though the larvae eat leaves of 
certain plants, it is nothing com- 
pared to other garden pests. 

Butterflies can be attracted by 
planting certain flowers that ap- 
peal to most of them. Ageratum, 
petunias, calendulas, marigolds 
and zinnias delight the smaller 
sulfur, copper and white butter- 
flies. 

Of all perennials, phlox probab-! 
ly takes the prize for attracting | 
the most summer butterflies, and} 
the beauty bush (kolkwitzia) and 
the butterfly bush (buddleia) are 
well known for providing food for 
all butterflies. Comstock’s Califor- 
nia Butterflies is the best guide. 


butterflies like—thistles for 
painted lady, milkweed for the 
monarch, and dill for the swallow- 
tail.
